WILL NOT BE SORRY 
IF PROGRAM FAILS 


Reiterates No Permanent Cut 
in Schedules Will Be 
Sanctioned. 


(By Associated Press.) 

Secretary Mellon yesterday again 
boosted the ante on the plan of Presi- 
dent Coolidge for income tax credit, 
declaring it would be safe to permit 
taxpayers a saving of at least 15 per 
cent on their next year’s income levies. 

The 15 per cent minimum credit was 
dedicated, Mr. Mellon explained, on & 
prospective surplus of $300,000,000 for 
this fiscal year. First estimates made 
by the President indicated a surplus of 
$200,000,000, and on that ground he 
proposed a 10 per cent credit, which 
later was boosted to 121-2 per cent. 

There were definite indications yes- 
terday at the Treasury, however, that 
no tears would be shed there if Con- 
gress turned down the proposed credit 
plan, threats against which have been 
seen in some of the conflicting views 
expressed by leaders, and forced the ap- 
plication of this year’s surplus to debt 
retirement. 

But if the surplus is going to be re- 
turned to the taxpayers, Secretary 
Mellon made it clear yesterday that he 
saw no other practical way to do it. 
He also reiterated that no permanent 
cut in tax rates would be sanctioned 
at this time. 

At a round-table discussion of taxes 
with newspaper men, Mr. Mellon frank- 
ly called for alternative proposals to 
the plan to give a credit on next year’s 
income levies as a means of returning 
to the taxpayers the prospective sur- 
plus. 


Suggest Excise Credit. 


Some suggested that the credit be 
given on the excise and corporation 
taxes alone; others that the surplus be 
divided in gregter proportion among 
the individual income tax payers 60 
that those who pay small levies get 
greater credit, and some proposed that 
the entire surplus be applied to re- 
tirement of the debt. 

Mr. Mellon replied that he didn’t 
feel it would be fair to take the sur- 
plus created largely by income tax 
payers and apply it on reduction of the 
excise taxes, including the automobile 
and admission dues. It would be diffi- 
cult also, he said, to give the smaller 
taxpayers greater credit because their 
payments now were so small. This plan, 
he added, also would be prejudicial to 
the other taxpayers. 

The Secretary did not deny, however, 
that he would just as soon use the 
surplus toward retirement of the pub- 
lic debt, but added that the debt. 
which now stands at about $19,600,- 
* 000,000, would be cut by well over 
$500,000,000 this year and he considered 
this sufficient. 

With a surplus of more than $300,- 
000,000 in sight for this year and busi- 
ness conditions continuing sound, the 
suggestion was offered that it would 
be safe to make a permanent reduction 
‘in taxes. But Mr. Mellon replied that 
it was unwise to count on certain con- 
tinuance of prosperity, declaring if 
there was any diminution it would 
wipe out the surplus and might neces- 
sitate a consequent increase in tax 
rates

Elijah K. Soper, of Highland Park, a 
New Brunswick suburb, was the wit- 
ness whose testimony was attacked. 
He had testified that although he saw 
an automobile of the touring car type, 
occupied by two men and a woman, 
parked near De Russey’s lane about 
midnight on the date of the double 
slaying, he could not identify the oc- 
cupants. 


Ira B. Nixon Is Called. 


The State then produced Ira B. 
ixon, owner of an oil company in 
New York, who lives in Newark, to say 
that Soper, four years ago, told him 
that he had recognized the occupants 
of the automobile as Mrs. Hall and her 
two brothers.

Calles Exerting Pressure on 
Guatemala Not to Follow 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

The United States government will 
extend formal recognition to the gov- 
ernment of Nitaragua headed by Adol- 
fo Diaz, within the next 48 hours. The 
decision has been reached by Secretary 
of State Kellogg and approved by Pres- 
ident Coolidge, after the State Depart- 
ment had been apprised of facts which 
show that the election of Diaz by the 
Nicaraguan congress has represented a 
bona fide reorganization of the country 
in conformity with the terms of the 
Central American treaties. 

Thus, the vexing Nicaraguan prob- 
lem brought about by Emiliano Cha- 
morro’s coup de’etat against the Solor- 
zano coalition government in October, 
1925, is about to be solved, and the 
United States government has played 
an important part in preventing blood- 
shed and chaos from disrupting the 
Nicaraguan republic after the bitter 
factional fight which followed the fall 
of the coalition regime. The efforts of 
the United States were employed with 
a view to persuading the rival con- 
servative and liberal factions to sus- 
pend precipitate action and strive for 
a constructive program based on the 
treaties and on an expression of the 
will of the Nicaraguan people. 


Pressure on Guatemala. 


The Central American republics of 
Costa Rica, Salvador and Honduras 
will extend recognition to Adolfo Diaz 
simultaneous with recognition by the 
United States. Guatemala may follow 
the same course, although great pres- 
sure is being exerted by Mexican sup- 
porters of Calles to influence the Gua- 
temalan government to refrain from 
indorsing the policy of the. United 
States. 

Mexico has openly supported the 
liberals in Nicaragua and it has been 
stated that Mexican soldiers, arms and 
ammunition have been sent into 
Nicaragua in the hope of frustrating 
an amicable soiution based on the 
plans sponsored by the United States. 
The reported Mexican activities, how- 
ever, have not been an important fac- 
tor in connection with Secretary Kel- 
logg’s final determination to recognize 
the Diaz regime. 

The controlling consideration from 
the standpoint of the State Department 
here was whether or not the election of 
Diaz established a government in con- 
formity with the treaties. After 
Chamorro resigned some days ago, Se- 
bastian Uriza, second designate, became 
acting president pending an election 
by the Nicaraguan congress. Articie 2 
of the Central American conventions, 
negotiated in Washington and spon- 
sored by the United States, stipulates 
that there must be a constitutional re- 
organization of the country by the free- 
ly-elected representatives of the people 
before a government ‘vhich follows a 
revolution or coup d’etat can be recog- 
nized. 


Liberals Forced to Resign. 


Secretary Kellogg had to consider 
the question of whether the action by 
the Nicaraguan congress in electing 
Adolfo Diaz constituted a reorganiza- 
tion by the freely-elected represetta- 
tives of the people. It is known that 
the followers of Chamorro, who is a 
conservative, were charged with com- 
pelling liberals to resign from congress 
or flee, thereby making the congress at 


one time appear like a “stacked con- 
gress” made up of Chamorro’s puppets. 

But later, under pressure of Ameri- 
can efforts, the alleged undemocratic 
and high-handed methods of certain 
conservatives were abandoned, it is 
said. The liberals who had withdrawn 
from the congress were invited to re- 
turn to their posts. Steps were taken

ELDRIDGE ASOAILS SLOW 
DRIVING ON (OTH OTREET 


Impairs Success of Signal 
Lights, He Tells Board of 
Trade Meeting. 


1932 EXHIBITION URGED 


Too many slow drivers use Sixteenth 
street, Traffic Director M. O. Eldridge 
told the Washington Board of Trade at 
its thirty-sixth annual meeting in the 
Willard hotel last night. 

The slow drivers, Eldridge said, con- 
stitute the principal difficulty in mak- 
ing a complete success of the system of 
signal lights on Sixteenth street. These 
lights, he explained, are operated in a 
sort of ‘wave’ ‘system, so that the 
traffic can move along steadily at 22 
miles an hour. 

“Slow drivers,” he continued, “got 
out in the middle of the street and 
drive along about 15 or 16 miles an 
hour. They dan’t care about the 
lights, neither do they care about the 
driver behind them. According to the 
law, you can’t pass them either on the 
right or on the left. 

“Sometimes J violate the law myself 
by driving past them on the right.” 

Director Eldridge advised motorists 
in his audience to get as far to the 
right as possible on Sixteenth street 
and then “step on the gas.” He said 
that the light system on Sixteenth 
street had been copied by several other 
cities and that he hoped to be able to 
install the same system on other Wash- 
ington streets in the future. Only one 
accident has been recorded on Six- 
teenth street since the lights were in- 
stalled, he said. 

Discussing the traffic situation in 
general, Director Eldridge said that if 
motorists would slow down at intersec- 
tions and give the right of way to 
vehicles on their right, Washington 
would cease to have collisions.

A movement to take the appoint- 
ment of: local officials from the hands 
of the President's local political advis- 
ers took definite form yesterday when 
a committee, including Gen. John J. 
Pershing, called at the White House 
and urged selection of one of three 
men as @ successor to District Commis- 
sioner Rudolph. 

The three men recommended, only 
the first of whom found any favor with 
those who have been termed the Presi- 
dent’s local advisers, were Clarence A. 
Aspinwall, president of the Security 
Storage Co.; Elliot H. Goodwin, former 
resident vice president of the .United 
States Chamber of Commerce, and Evan 
H. Tucker, president of the Northeast 
Citizens association. 

Tucker, long active in civic affairs, 
has been indorsed by his own associa- 
tion as well as others. Goodwin’s name 
has crept into the discussion of possi- 
bilities, although he is not believed to 
have been publicly mentioned before. 
It was the first public mention of As- 
pinwall. 

The committee, composed of Gen. 
Pershing, Rear Admiral W. L. Rodgers, 
U. 5S. N., retired, president of the Du- 
pont Circle Citizens association; Gen. 
John A. Johnson, retired, former engi- 
neer commissioner; Alvin Dodd, of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce, 
and Dr. William Mather Lewis, presi- 
dent of George Washington university, 
grew out of a meeting of citizens’ asso- 
Clation representatives last spring, 
sponsored by the Dupont citizens. 


Plan to Enlarge Group. 


It is the plan, it is understoog, to 
greatly enlarge the committed, pat- 
terned after a civic committee in De- 
troit, although the local committee 
plans to go no further than to recom- 
mend appointments for local offices 
It will be nonpartisan, according to 
plans, and will not disapprove of any 
one. 

Whenever a vacancy occurs this com- 
mittee will set to work to find an avail- 
able successor, or two or three or more 
prospects.

iment will have remains to be deter- 


mined and its strength will be in- 
creased, it is pointed out, largely by the 
success it has with its initial under- 
taking. 

After the meeting sponsored by the 
Dupont association last spring, the 
movement was generally lost sight of. 
The visit to the White House of the 
committee was a surprise to and was 
greeted with mingled feelings by the 
President’s local advisers. 


Pershing a Surprise. 


Their greatest surprise lay in Gen. 
Pershing’s participation. He had not 
been known to be a member of the 
committee.

“Was it the yearning that for s0 
many centuries has been stifled in the 
narrow ghettos of the world? Was it 
the hope that was crushed beneath 
the prejudice and the persecution of 
eastern Europe? Was it the longing 
of an ancient people to once again 
tend the flock and harvest the grain, 
or that human desire of an exiled race 
constantly denied the right to engage 
in agriculture, to once again live in 
the open and to own and till a bit 
of land that it might call its own?” 


Farmers on Increase. 


Whatever the cause, the number of 
Jewish. farmers is rapidly on the in- 
crease. Their ranks are recruited 


largely from the immigrants who come

Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury in charge 
of prohibition enforcement, yesterday 
announced his intention to ask Con- 
gress for legislation legalizing again dis- 
tillation of whisky in the United States. 

The proposal of Gen. Andrews will 
involve only liquor distilled and sold for 
medicinal use. He does not propose 
that whisky shall be distilled and sold 
for beverage purpose, and its distribu- 
{ion for medicinal purposes will be un- 
der constantly increased government 
safeguards to prevent its diversion to 
beverage uses. 

The whisky manufacture program of 
Gen. Andrews its to be submitted to 
Congress at its next session. It will 
provide for governmental supervision 
of production and distribution. The 
production will be limited. He esti-

mates that if his proposal meets with 
immediate approval it will be five years | 
before the newly made whisky reaches | 
the drug stores. Each year, he proposes, | 
the government shall permit the mak- 
ing of enough whisky to meet the de- 
mand for medicinal whisky. 

The proposal of Gen. Andrews is ex- 
pected to become a test not only of 
wet and dry strength in Congress but 
also of his administiation as prohibi- 
tion chief, and, it is understood, the 
general welcomes the test. 

Details of Gen. Andrews’ whisky mak- 
ing program were not made public but 
it is understood that it will call for the 
distillation of approximately 3,000,000 
gallons of whisky a year for the next 
five years, to meet future prescription 
demands; which at present total ap- 
proximately 2,000,000 gallons a year. 
The extra 1,000,000 gallons is to pro- 
vide for shrinkage, ‘evaporation and ab- 
sorption, during the period of aging 
of the whisky.

FOGH HALTED RETREAT 


Letter to Marshal Cites King’s | 


Proclamation to Troops 
on Yser in 1914. 


HELD THE LINE, HE SAYS 


Paris, Nov. 15 (By A. P.).—Albert, 
King of the Belgians, takes exception 
to the assertion alleged to have been 
made by Marshal Foch, generalissimo 
of the allied forces in the world war, 
that he had advised the Belgians 
against falling back at a critical mo- 
ment in the battle of the Yser in 1914. 

In a letter to Marshal Foch under 
date of November 13, King Albert says 
that, far from being persuaded by 
Marshal Foch, he had issued a proc- 
lamation three days prior to Foch’s| 
visit to him, that mention of retreat 
would be treason. He had absolutely 
opposed any retreat, and, he added, the 
Belgians had held the line. 

Marshal Foch’s alleged statement was 
published in the Matin on the respon-

day article, Stephane Lauzanne, the 
editor of that paper, and the marshal 


declined to comment on the king’s let- | 


ter. Intimate friends of the marshal 
declare emphatically that he is in- 
capable of the slightest disloyalty to 
King Albert or the Beigian army, fut 
bay it is impossible for him to make 
a public declaration concerning an ar- 
ticle for which he was not responsible. 

The published. memoirs of many dif- 
ferent generals commanding on both 
sides during the war, it is recalled, have 
amply proven how difficult it is for 
even the most competent military au- 
thorities to agree as to just how things 
went. 

The king denies any recollection of 
Foch leaving the memorandum against 
retreat which the marshal was quoted 
as saying he gave to both Albert and 
Sir John French and part of the 
phraseology of which Foch gave M. 
Lauzanne. 

Marshal 
“inside story”’ was incidental to his ob- 
servation that he seldom commanded 
but generally persuaded. He recalled 
that he was without authority at that 
time, but “although I hadn’t the right 
to command, I commanded.”

Indeed, she never 
even read all of them, before or after 
printing. And of the $1,000 she was 
paid for the articles, nothing remains. 
She spent it all.” 

In reserving decision on alimony and 
counsel fees, Justice Morschauser said

“Peaches” and Mr. Browning were 
agreed that they should be paid and 
that it remained only to determine the 
amount. A decision was promised next 
Saturday or Monday.

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DISORDERS IN MEXICO. 


The Yaqui uprising and disturbances else- 
where throughout Mexico are engrossing the 
attention of the Mexican army. An attack by 
500 Yaquis last week upon a Mexican force 
resulted in heavy casualties both sides. 
Among the Indians were white men handling 
machine guns, ‘“‘which did deadly execution,’ 
according to the dispatches. These white men 
are said by Mexican army officers to be Ameri- 
cans. 

In Chihuahua the federal forces are running 
down alleged revolutionists who are said to 
have been rallying considerable force, equip- 
ped with arms smuggled across the Rio Grande. 
The revolutionists are reported to have used the 
battle cry. ‘“Viva:Cristo Rey,’ indicating that 
the religious susceptibilities of the peons have 
been played upon in order to stir them into 
revolt against the Calles government. In 
Oaxaca, Vera Cruz, Sinaloa, Tamaulipas and 
other states disturbances are reported. It is 
significant that while the disorders are at- 
tributed to ‘“‘bandits,’’ the victims of the attacks 
are Mexican troops. 

Mexican troops operating against the Yaquis 
have been supplied with motor trucks obtained 
from the United States. It is not made clear 
how the troops will be benefited by motor 
trucks in a country that is destitute of roads. 
Certainly they can not make their way to the 
Yaqui strongholds in motor cars, and unless 
they can carry the fighting into the mountains 
they will not be able to crush the Indians. Man 
for man, the Yaquis are superior to the kind of 
Mexicans that are pressed into infantry service.

POTASSIUM. 


The search for potash, which has been in 
progress for a century, seems likely to produce 
results in the near future. Potash salts are es- 
sential in many industries, and without pot- 
ash agriculture cquld no longer exist. 

For many years Germany and France have 
supplied the greater part of the American de- 
mand for this mineral substance. During the 
late war, when importations were practically 
impossible, efforts Were made to locate the 
mineral bases of potash salts in various States 
of the West. Some success followed, and dis- 
coveries were made in Utah and Texas which 
led to the hope that the United States might 
soon become independent of the European 
product. But until very recently little has 
been accomplished toward a scientific and thor- 
ough search. At the last session, hdwever, 
Congress appropriated $100.000 for potash ex- 
plorations under the joint auspices of the De- 
partments of the Interior and Commerce. 

This work has been so far successful that 
the Interior Department, through the geological 
survey, is able to announce that the discovery 
has been made of several minerals in Texas and 
New Mexico which afford increasing evidence 
of similarity to the famous deposits of France 
and Germany. Thus far the extent of these 
deposits has not been determined, but core 
borings will be made at once and chemical and 
other tests will be conducted to determine the 
extent and value of the deposits. 

The importance of this investigation will be 
realized when it is remembered that in 1925 
there were imported from Europe nearly 
1,000,000 tons of potassium salts. 


TOM EDISON’S VISION. 


Coming after the pessimistic forebodings of 
Dean Inge, the interview granted recently by 
Thomas A. Edison is refreshing, despite the 


fact that the city of the future which he at-. 


tempts to describe appears on the surface to 
have several unpleasant features. In’ this 
future city, time saving will be of primary 
importance, traffic congestion will be solved 
by the mathematician, crime will be squelched 
by the scientific polfceman, and taxes will be- 
come astonjshingly low with government of 
the cities by experts. One may shudder at the 
prospect of life in which the saving of min- 
utes will be of paramount importance, but so- 
lution of any sort of the traffic situation will 
be accepted eagerly, decrease of crime will be 
awaited anxiously, and astonishingly low taxes 
certainly will mark the advent of the 
millennium, 
When the inventor pictures the race rapidly 
becoming deaf, one may feel apprehensive. 
The evil would not be unmixed, however, when 
one considers the opportunity which will be 
presented humankind to crawl behind a wall 
_ of silence away from noise and disconcerting 
outbreaks. The race may possibly become an 
aloof people given much to meditation, and, 
ff so, it is quite possible that there will be 
little or no need of concentrating to such an 
abnormal extent on time saving. 
The skyscraper will have to be restricted, 
for apparently by concentrating huge masses 
of people within, a comparatively small area 
it produces such congestion as to make its 
a development undesirable. Cross 
streets will have.to be depressed, so that they 
' will run beneath through thoroughfares in 
tunnels. Express streets will have to be 
_ designated as distinct from accommodation 
_ roadways. The roofs of buildings will be con- 
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verted into landing fields for a type of air- 
plane yet to be developed, which can rise 
vertically into the air and land on a relatively 
small area. 

All in all it looks like a pretty good plan. 
Possibly Mr. Edison with one of his two 
specialties, either some new invention, or 
through a questionnaire, may be able to

AMERIOA LAGS BEHIND. 


The amazing efficiency of Italian engineers 
and aviators is shown by the ease in which 
Maj. Mario de Bernardi won the Schneider 
cup. He smashed several world records in 
winning the cup, and placed Italy far in the 
lead in. the matter of speedy flying. — 

This triumph was due partly to Maj. de 
Bernardi’s own skill and partly to the superi- 
ority of the Macchi seaplane. The comparison 
between this latest Itallan plane and the best 
that America has produced is calculated to 
chasten American pride. The Italian machine 
is small, light and equipped with a motor 
that develops 200 horsepower nore than the 
equivalent American engine. 

Overseas countries now hold the records 
for nonstop distance flight, altitude and 
speed. The United States. lags behind, also, 
in air passenger service, although it is fore- 
most in air mail service. Taking everything 
into consideration, it can not be said that 
Americans have been particularly brilliant in 
developing their invention of flying. When 
Italians beat them in motor building, and 
Frenchmen beat them in long distance non- 
stop flying, and Englishmen beat them in air 
passenger traffic, it is evident that the United 
States is not fully alive to its opportunities. 


The rapid growth of public utilities in the 
United States during the last 25 vears is one 
of the outstanding features of the economic 
advance of the country. As population in- 
creases, inventions multiply and the wants of 
the people increase, the fleld of public utilities 
widens. 

These public utilities include electricity, gas, 
street railways and telephones, to say nothing 
of commercial aviation and radio communica- 
tion, the latest agencies to enter the field of 
public service. , 

During the first nine months of 1926 the 
four public utilitles first mentioned have ab- 
sorbed more than $1.500,000,000 of American 
capital through the sale of securities, practi- 
cally all of which has been expended in exten- 
sions and improvements. Only about $268.,- 
000,000 represents refunding of previous ob- 
ligations. This sale of public utility securities 
represents about 34 per cent of all the securi- 
ties sold in the United States during that 
period. 

These four main branches of public utilities 
now represent an investment of about $21.,- 
500,000,000, and in a short time will exceed 
the total investments in the steam railroads of 
the country. The investment may be divided 
as follows: Electric light and power, $8.000.,- 
000,000; electric street railway, $6,000,000,- 
000; manufactured gas industry, $4,000,000,- 
000; telephone, $3,500,000,000. It is im- 
possible at present to give an accurate estimate 
of the capital invested in commercial aviation 
and radio communication. 

This vast amount of capital invested in pub- 
lic utilities securities is scattered among mil- 
lions of investors and security holders. There 
has been an enormous increase in the number 
of small stockholders in great corporations. 
The trend of recent years has been for custom- 
ers to become investors. As the public becomes 
the owner of great public service corporations 
there is an improvement in service and a grat- 
ifying diminution of prejudice against large 
concerns merely because of their size. This 
is a big country and its needs can be served 
best by big corporations, vigilantly regulated. 


TAXING AMUSEMENTS. 

The proprietors of theaters and amusement 
houses will attempt to have the internal reve- 
nue taxes on such establishments repealed in 
the coming Congress. They hold that if indus- 
trial corporations are to be relieved of Federal 
income taxes, theaters and places of amuse- 
ments should be relieved also, because the tax 
on theater and playhouse tickets is passed on 
to the public. 

When the 1926 revenue bill was being con- 
sidered in committees the proprietors of the- 
aters and amusement places all over the coun- 
try inaugurated a propaganda movement 
among the patrons of the theaters and amuse- 
ment places of the cities, large and small, peti- 
tioning Congress to remove the 10 per cent tax 
on tickets. The result was that the members 
of the Senate and House committees were 
flooded with postal cards of protest coming 
into the committee rooms in number exceeding 
many millions. . 

The records of the internal revenue bureau 
show that since and including 1918 and the 
first three months of this fiscal year the Treas- 
ury has collected more than $543,000,000 in 
taxes on theaters and amusement places of vari- 
ous sorts. The highest amount collected was 
$89,720,000 in 1921. The total collected in 
1925 was only $30,907,000, and during the 
first three months of this fiscal year the the- 
ater and amusement collections were $3,327,- 
000. 


“FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE FARMER.” 


It was generally feared that the action of 
Congress ,in cutting off the appropriation for 
free seeds would result in separating the De- 
partment of Agriculture from the great body 
of farmers. Without the annual visit of the 
rural carrier with a choice assortment of the 
same old lettuce, corn and cabbage seed every 
year, how could the inhabitants along the rural 
delivery routes remember that Uncle Sam was 
still interested in his rural nephews? 

Before the appropriation was eliminated 
from the agricultural bill, and the seed division 
lopped off from the plant industry bureau, elo- 
quent and tearful pleas were wailed through 
the halls of Congress. The managers of the 
legislative program were urged to stay their 
hands. It Was a sort of ‘“‘woodman, spare that 
tree’”’ appeal, but in vain. The seed division 
was abolished and the free-seed distribution 
is no more. . 

But leave it to the department to find a way 
to be useful to the bucolic section of the pop- 
ulation. The scientists of that department are 
ever on the alert to discover some way of aid- 
ing the farmers. If there is any subject which 
fazes those devoted public servants at the 
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cover a means of overcoming the difficulty. 
Sometimes, however, it would appear that in 
their zeal. to benefit the farmer they usurp 
the function of some other department. For 
instance, there has just been released an ex- 
ceedingly long and profoundly erudite report 
in which the value of oil-burning heating 
plants is set forth in such simpl¢ terms that 
even a country schoolboy can udderstand that 
it is easier to start a fire in a furnace which 
is stoked with fuel oil than it is to start a fire 
in a coal-burning furnace. Also it is shown 
that there are several kinds of fuel oil, of 
which the heavier varieties are better than the 
more volatile. It is true that the department 
finds that from the standpoint of economy 
there is much to be said for coal. The reader 
is free to take his choice. 

But what does it matter if two or three 
government agencies give out the same infor- 
mation? Each agency can show that it is. ad- 
dressing a different audience. The Department 
of Agriculture purposes to educate the farmer

Overtime is prohibited 
Such a law (if enforced) prevents « 
woman from undertaking extra work 
and thus earning extra pay, even occa- 
‘sionally, regardless of her ability, de- 
‘sire or need. It deprives her of an op- 
;portunity open to her male fellow- 
| worker. In a trade where work is Ir- 
| regular, it obviously makes her less de- 
| Sirable than a male worker. 

Such laws, usually worded to apply to 
i‘womeén and minors,”’ are favored by

slaying of nine rebels by Federal troops 
in th state of Chihuahua. 

Rumors that Gen. Nicholas Fernan- 
dez, former chief of staff for Gen. Fran- 
cisco (Pancho) Vila, was one of the 
leaders of the proposed revolution have 
been denied by Gen. Ramon Lopez, 
commander of the Mexican federal gar- 
‘rison here. The reports credited Gen. 
Fernandez with leading a small detach- 
ment of heavily armed men into Mexi- 
co, November 1. This, it was said, was 
part of a scheme to mobilize thousands 
of Villa’s followers who located on Chi- 
huahua ranches when the bandit leader 
was slain. 

Gen. Lopez admitted that detach- 
ments had been ordered to search for 
|the rebel band. Last night he de- 
clared nine of the band had been 
killed. According to unofficial reports, 
and that Maj. Jose Florenzaza, his 
chief of staff, was hunting for the oth- 
ers. He declined to state who was in 
command of the rebels.

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Silent as to New Problem 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Ambassador Sheffield concluded his 
conferences at the White House yes- 
terday, and started for his post in 
Mexico City without any break in the 
policy of silence as to Mexico, which 
has been strikingly evident since the 
first hint came from Nicaragua of pos- 
sible Mexican activities in connection 
with Central American revolutionary 
movements. 

Mr. Sheffield will sail from New York 
November 18. He has been a White 
House guest since the return of Presi- 
dent Coolidge from Kansas City last 
week. He has conferred also with Sec- 
retary Kellogg and other State Depart- 
ment officials. There has been no hint 
as to the extent the conferees may 
have concerned themselves with 
charges that the Mexican government 
was supplying arms or funds to 
Nicaraguan political factions. 

I@ is known that considerable infor- 
mation as to Mexican activities has 
been received through official channels. 
Coupled with the prolonged and still 
unsatisfactory diplomatic conversations 
over Mexican land and oil legislation, 
and other unsettled questions embar- 
rassing relations between the two gov- 
ernments, this new element undoubt- 
edly is causing concern.

ORE passes. 
That's wnat Coach Lou Little’s 
Géorgetown university football 
team faces this Saturday in the game 
with its old rival, Fordham, at the 
Polo grounds. 

There seems to be no enc to the 
trouble that Georgetown has met all 
season. With its secondary defense 
handicaped by lack of height, the Blue 
and Gray has encountered a shower 
of forward passes in every game. The 
two defeats were brought about by 
aerials, and now Fordham stands be- 
fore the Hilltop machine and chal- 
lenges it to another duel with the 
overhead weapon. 

It would be all right if Georgetown’s 
games were decided on the merits of 
the forward pass offense, because Coach 
Little has given the Hilltoppers just 
as fine an aerial attack as any team in 
the country boasts. He has a strong 
passer in Bob Nork and sure receivers 
in Frank McGrath and Carl White, and

so can match almost any rival team 
when it comes to advancing via the} 
heave. 


But Fordham has, just like West | 
Virginia and Navy, tall receivers, 
who undoubtedly will give George- 
town’s small backs all kinds of 
trouble, and, of course; such an ad- 
vantage in height is going to ald 
Fordham’s chances for success 
with its passes. 

Leary and Delaney are the New 
Yorkers’ towering pass snatchers. They 
have played prominent roles in the 
Maroon’s victories this season. Besides 
being taller than any of Georvgetown’s 
secondary group, this pair handle the 
ball as though it were just 2 kid’s 
marble, which practically assures Ford- 
ham of gaining when'they 25 much as 
get their fingers on the leather. 

Yet Coach Little is still trying to per- 
fect a forward pass defense for his 
charges that will be able to offset the 
disadvantage. He does not fear Ford- 
ham’s overhead attack and believes that 
his men will stop it. Meanwhile, he is 
unfolding new pass plays to them to 
add to an already large repertoire 
which he calculates will give Fordham 


plenty of reason to groan. 

Escaping serious injuries in the Navy 
clash, the Hilltoppers yesterday went 
through a long drill on these new plays. 
Only Jerry Thompson, the speedy half- 
back, was absent, due to a bruised leg. 
But he is expected to return to practice 
today and should be in fine shape to 
face the Marcon. 


The varsity will not be given 
scrimmage, but will have much 
work in other lines before the trip 
is made to New York.

N‘a YORK, Nov. 15 (By A. P.).— 
Two of the East’s four unbeaten 
and untied college football 
teams will strike their final blows on 
the gridiron next Saturday, one with 
prospects of an easy triumph over a foe 
of long stamding, the other with a 
drive into the West for its first major 
intersectional battle on foreign ground.

EW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 15.—- 
Rules discontinuing the employ- 
ment of all professional ‘‘valets” 

for jockeys and barring all jockeys’ 
agents have been adopted by the 
Louisiana Jockey club, and will be en- 
forced during the entire coming winter 
meeting which opens the Fair Grounds 
on New Year’s day. 

Hitherto, jockeys at the Fair 
Grounds, as elsewhere, have engaged 
their valets for the season, each rider 
being associated with the same valet 
throughout the meeting. 


In order to make such personal 
and permanent relations impossible 
the Louisiana Jockey club has en- 
gaged fourteen porters, who will be 
paid by the association and not by 
the riders. Each day there will be 
a drawing to determine what valets 
shall serve what jockeys. 


In this same. connection, a further 
departure has been made in a ruling 
making it compulsory for trainers to 
saddie their horses unassisted in the 
future. Those who will not agree to do 
this will be refused licenses for the ap- 
proaching winter meeting. 

In doing away with the jockeys’ 
agents, the Fair Grounds authorities 
have engaged a special clerk, William 
Doyle, who will look after the duties of 
making engagements for all riders, save 
where the boy is under contract, in 
which case either the contract em-

‘VALET’ TICKET PRICE 


DEFENDED 
BY NAVY 


Siveies Game Worth 
Amount Asked, Says 
Secretary. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


ATE prices for the annual Army-' 
Navy football classic are caus- 
ing some complaint, but the un- 

precedented demand for seats continues 
just the same. 

One of the protests registered with 
officiala here came from a member 
of Congress, who objected to Secretary 
Wilbur that the $10.00 and $15.00 scale 
fixed by local authorities in Chicago, 
where the game is to be played, is be- 
yond the means of the ordinary foot- 
ball fan. The War Department also 
has received a few scattering com- 
plaints. 

The scale of the big block of tickets 
allotted to Chicago authorities is re- 
garded by the War and Navy Depart- 
ments as none of their affair, however, 
and no objection to high prices is 
seen s0 long as the public is eager to 
pay. 


Some Chicagoans have tele- 
graphed here saying they saw no 
prospect of getting into Soldiers’ 
field even at $10 or $15 apiece, 
and were willing to go much 
higher. 


Neither department has any tickets 
to sell. The governmental quota has 
been allotted as usual to graduates of 
the two academies and to public offi- 
clals, who get limited quotas at 2.60 
and $3.50. The pressure exercised by 
the friends of the fortunate has been 
unusually heavy this year, and the 
seats available from that source have 
been snapped up long ago. 

Every year some of the tickets fall 
into the hands of scalpers, but offi- 
Cials here have received no complaints 
thus far regarding the activities of 
speculators. 

Drawing on his Pacific coast exper- 
fences, Secretary Wilbur said he saw 
nothing wrong in charging $10 to see 
an Army-Navy game when “they charge 
as much as $5 to see a Stanford-Cali- 
fornia game.” 

“A price must be set,” said the Sec- 
retary, “and since the Chicago park 
commission was the only body willing 
to underwrite the expense of the game, 
I think they are justified in asking 
enough to get a fair return.”

NE of the commonest mistakes 
O in this class is that of *‘‘un- 

derclubbing,’’ which means 
choosing the wrong club, misjudg- 
ing the distance, and falling short 
as a result.

When Michael Arien’s book, “The 
Green Hat,” engaged the reading public 
there were those of the theater who 
wondered how it would work out on 
the boards—just what sort of play it 


would make; for here were the ingredi- 
ents of drama. 

Staged by Guthrie MoClintic, “The 
Green Hat” in play form now ooocupies 
the stage at the Belasco theater, with 
Katherine Cornell the living embodi- 
ment of Iris March—TIris, the uncon- 
ventional; Iris, the whole souled; Iris, 
the little lady who lived and died for 
love. 

As seeing is always believing, the 
book makes a play—with the proviso 
that there is more between covers than 
behind footlights, the one exception be- 
ing Katherine Cornell who might have 
stepped off the printed page. She is 
Iris March; Iris, the ungovernable, the 
English girl who, with the addition of 
an “h” to her name, might have been 
Irish. 

Some old-timer, student of stage- 
craft, omce remar that so long as 
there is one outstanding central char- 
acter in a play, it makes little differ- 
ence what others might do or say. The 
observation seldom proves itself. It 
did in John Galesworthy’s “Old 
English,” with George Arliss in the title 
role. It does again in “The Green Hat,” 
with Katherine Cornell. The lady is 
superb. The characterization is classic. 

Given all the graces, Miss Cornell 
brings the outstanding theatrical treat 
of the season to those who have long 
awaited her coming; for her triumph in 
this role has been properly broadcast— 
without overratement. Those who 
have read the book and in their im- 
aginings painted a picture of Iris March 
will not be disappointed in a stage 
study in every way living up to its 
creator’s conception. Those who pass 
by the fleeting promises of contem- 
porary literature, fearing the worst, 
need have no qualms on the score of 
dramatics; for between the real Iris 
and the characterization chalked down 
by Miss Cornell there is a very thin 
line of demarkation. So that the play 
runs true to form. 

Aside from the sterling performance 
of Miss Cornell, there are only one or 
two in the cast who stand out, and 
these only in bits—but that, too, mat- 
ters not since the whole story of “The 
Green Hat” is the soul of Iris March. 
It is well enough to let it rest in the 
palms of Katherine Cornell.

Inquest. Taken to District 
Bullding Because Big Crowd 
ls Expeoted. 


OLD MORGUE DEEMED 
NOT SAFE FOR THRONG 


Life Seorets to Be Bared In 
Attempt to Unravel 
Mystery. 


The coroner’s jury today will attempt 
to determine how Detective Sergt. 
Arthur B. Sorivener came to his death 


in the early hours of October 18, in 
an alley across the street from his 
home at 8123 N atreet northwest, 

The inquest will be opened by Ooro- 
ner J. Ramsay Nevitt at il a. m. in 
the boardroom in the District building. 
He will be assisted by Deputy Ooroners 
Joseph D. Rogers and Herbert Martyn. 

Transfer of the inquest from the 
morgue to the District building Was 
for two reasons. First, a crowd likely 
to test the capaaity of the boardroom 
is expected to attend, and second, the 
morgue, situated on the water-front 
on Seventh street southwest is of wood- 
en construction made flimsy by its 22 
years of service and deemed unsafe to 
hold an inquest in which so much in- 
terest has beens displayed. 

Coroner Nevitt ae announced 
28 witnesses would be called. It is ex- 
pected more than a day will be re- 
quired to present the oase to the jury. 


Cause Still Mystery. 


Despite investigation by the lice 
Cepertenant, private investigators and 
the coroner’s office, the cause of 
Sorivener’s death remains as deep a 
mystery as the day it occurred. 

Whether Scrivener was murdered or 
committed suicide is a moot question. 
Police deciine to express an opinion. 
One thing is certain, however, in the 
minds of the investigators, and that is 
a woman in some manner unknown is 
responsible for Scrivener’s death. 

A 88-caliber revolver, the death gun, 
and a slilk-wool tie, found clutched in 
the hand of the deteotive as if torn 
from someone’s neck; more than a 
score of cartridges of German make 
found in Scrivener’s locker at detective 
headquarters and which are said to be 
the same make as those found in the 
death gun, and many personal effects 
of the dead detective will be preserved 
as evidence. 

In an effort to discover a motive for 
Scrivener’s death, the innermost se- 
crets of his life will be told. However, 
only facts will be permitted to be pre- 
sented to the coroner’s jury, hearsay 
evidence excluded.

Difficult to Obtain Good Help 
at Lower Rate, Employes 
Say. 


DELEGATES IN MEETING 
WITH BOARD OF REVIEW 


Professional Men’s Salaries 
Not Up to Average, Declare 
Representatives. 


Submitting a proposed advance in 
rates of pay for navy yard olerks here 
and elsewhere, representatives of the 
National Federation of Federal Em- 
ployes from various naval yards and 
stations throughout the country met 
with the navy wage board of review 
at the Navy building yesterday. 

Headed by Luther C. Steward, presi- 
dent of the federation, and Miss Ger- 
trude McNally, secretary-treasurer, rep- 
resentatives recommended an increase 
of the minimum rate for clerical serv- 
ice from $3.60 to 64.96 a day, the 
equivalent of $1,500 a year, this rate 


already having been fixed by Congress 
for unskilled labor in the postal serv- 
ice. It has been demonstrated there is 
great difficulty in obtaining competent 
clerical help at existing lower rates, 
representatives explained. 

Recommendation of automatic ad- 
vancement based on satisfactory per- 
formance of duty for a given period so 
that with maintenance of proper effi- 
clency, a clerical employe may reach 
$7.20 a day after 544 years, also was 
made. 


Hold Wages Are Too Low. 


Dealing with scientific and profes- 
sional employes, representatives of the 
Federal employes explained to the board 


that these high grade workers are re- 
ceiving wages that compare unfavor- 
ably with similar profession in other 
departments under the terms of the 
classification act, and the board was 
urged to place them on a rate similar 
to those performing the same work in 
other services. 

Rates of pay for mechanical em- 
ployes will be presented today by rep- 
resentatives of the various trade unions 
concerned. 

The board is convened annualy to 
recommend rates of pay for navy yard 
employes in accordance with an act of 
July 16, 1862, and will submit its re- 
port not later than December 1. 

Capt. Frank H. Clark, United States 
navy, in charge of the yard division. 
is senior member of the board, com- 
posed of F. S. Curtis, chief clerk, Navy 
Department; A. J. Berres, secretary, 
Metal Trades council, American Feder- 
ation of Labor, and William D. Berg- 
man, appointment clerk, Navy Depart- 
ment, recorder.

The Rev. Edmund A. Walsh, vice 
president of Georgetown university, 
and director general of the papal re- 
lief mission to Russia during the great 
famine, has been named president of 
the new Catholic Near East Welfare 
association, which is soon to undertake 
the consolidation of Catholic social 
welfare work in the Near East. 

The merger of Catholic organizations 
engaged in Russian and Near East wel- 
fare work, was effected at the desire of 
the Pope. The business administration 
of the new association will be under 
the direction of Jeseph F. Moore, gen- 
eral secretary. 


WINSTON ASKS RETURN 
OF GERMAN PROPERTY 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Appearing before the House ways and 
means committee at the opening of the 
hearing on alien property legislation, 
Undersecretary of the Treasury Wins- 
ton yesterday urged Congress to abide 
by the American ideal of the sanctity 
of private property and work out a plan 
for return of German property without 
seizing the possessions of German na- 
tionals. 

He suggested the problem could be 
met by taking the $100,000,000 that 
would be applied to settlement of the 
German government's ships, radio and 
patents claims and turn it over to the 
American claimants, along with the 
$30,000,000 which Germany will pay 
this year toward the costs of the army 
of occupation, the $12,000,000 that will 
be paid during the year on reparations 
and the $26,000,000 unallocated inter- 
est funds that accumulated from the 
German property. This would leave 
only $22,000,000 remaining of the 
Americans’ $190,000,000 claim and 
could be met by the 1927 payments 
under the Dawes’ plan, he explained. 

Representative Garner, Texas, rank- 
ing Democrat on the committee, charg- 
ed that the plan would force American 
taxpayers to pay the German debts.
